~ OW LABOR BIL 


Clause Giving Workmen 
Right to Strike Cause of 
Extended Debate Before 
Vote Is Reached. 


CRIMINALLY WRONG, 
THOMAS DECLARES 


Underwood Says Much of 
Delay in Ship Building 
Program Has Been Due to 
Attitude of Labor. 


WASHINGTON, April 11 (By A. 
P.).—-The conference report on the 
bill providing severe penalties for de- 
struction of or interference with pro- 
duction of essential war materials, 
containing the clause giving work- 
men the right to strike for better 
wages or working conditions, was re- 
jected today by the Senate, 34 to 25.

The vote, taken immediately today 
upon reconvening of the Senate and 
following yesterday’s bitter denuncia- 
tion of labor’s attitude in the war in 
the numerous strikes on war jobs, 
will cause the House to reconsider 
the bill. The Senate’s opposition was 
directed solely to the clause provid- 
ing that the bill should not restrict 
workmen from striking. 

Many Asenators who objected to 
the prmvision regarded today’s vote 
as a(yebuke to workmen who have 
strug@vat shipyards and factories en- 
gagéd on war work. Senator Over- 
mAn of North Carolina, who had 
arge of the measure yesterday, de- 
clared that should the “Senate de- 
feat the conference report bec&use 
of the labor clause, the entire legis- 
lation would die.’’ 

While the Senate was rejecting the 
reuch-discussed provision, President 
Gompers of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, speaking before the 


turers here, was denouncing the pro- 
posal to prohibit strikes and walk- 
outs. 

“As a patriotic American citizen,” 
declared Gompers, “I served warn- 
ing on Congress not to permit the 
deviltry and folly of such a law. It 
will serve only to make strikers law- 
breakers as well. Nothing will do 
more to create resentment than to 
make it unlawful for men to stop 
work.” 

Debate Over Report. 

American labor in its relation to 
the prosecution of the war was at - 
tacked and defended in the Senate 
yesterday during debate on the con- 
ference report. 

Opposing the amendment exempt- 
ing workmen who strike, Senator 
Underwood of Alabama said the 
failure of the nation to have more 
ships on the seas is more directly 
due to labor failing to respond to the 
demands of the nation than anything 
else. He added that while he fa- 
vored exemption from military serv- 
ice for workers needed for the pros- 
ecution of the war, he believed when 
labor refused to do its duty it should 
be made to fight. 

The amendment exempting strik- 
ers was denounced as “criminally 
wrong” by Senator Thomas of Colo- 
rado, who said he was opposed to 
any legislation that would “legalize 
the suspension of work in this coun- 
try’ when every effort is needed to 
promote the war. Passage of this 
bill in its present form, he said, 
would permit the I. W. W. to con- 
inue its propaganda and “paralyze 
the productivity of the nation.”’ 

“I think it is unwise to have a 
fight with labor now,” said Senator 
Overman of North Carolina, one of 
the conferees, and he added, that 
if the Government wanted to make 
laboring »men work regardless of 
wages, they should be conscripted. 

Senator Williams of Mississippi 
asserted the laboring man who re- 
fused~ to leave all questions of 
wages to an unbiased tribunal is as 
much a traitor as “A soldier who 
deserts on the battle line in the face 
of the enemy.”’ 

Gallinger Opposes Bill. 

Senator Gallinger of New Hamp- 
shire, the Repubilcan leader, de- 
clared he would oppose any report 
‘that gives encouragement to men in 
this hour of great strain to halt the 
operations of the Government in 
making preparations for carrying on 
this great conflict.” 

Supporting the amendment, Sena- 
tor Hollis of New Hampshire, said 
capital and labor have reached an 
agreement at recent conferences 
which will largely eliminate labor 
difficulties and added that there is 
nothing in the amendment which 
should cause alarm. 

Senator Pittman of Nevada, said 
that without the strike provision the 
ineasure will not stand very long. 
He said he was willing to see both 
the employer and the employe con- 
scripted if necessary but not the em- 
ploye alone. 

Senator Fleteher of Florida, chair- 
man of the Commerce Committee, 
who has been investigating shipping 
for many weeks, declared that the 
lack of American tonnage on the 
seas is not due to labor difficulties. 
Labor is loyal and willing to work, he 
said, but shipyards had to be con- 
structed, and that had taken time.. 
The housing problem also Had de- 
layed the shipping program, he said. 

Senator Sterling of South Dakota 
attacked circulars which he said had 
been sent out by the public service 
reserve of the Department of Labor 
advising nonunion workmen to re- 
main away from Pacific Coast ship- 
yards, as all places were filled by 
union men, and said those respon- 
sible for the circulars should be re- 
moved from office.

Declaring that the contracts which 
the Government makes with muni- | 
tion manufacturers and shipbuilders | 
encourage strikes by providing for 
the increasing of wages. Senator 
Calder of New York said enactment 
of the bill in the form reported by 
conferees would “do more injury to 
the spirit of the American people 
than anything else that could be 
done.”

The bill is a hysteria of concession. It yields 
control of service and practically gives the com- 
pany power to absorb for its water-logged securi- 
ties all the earnings the traffic will bear. It yields 
the special taxes now taken by the city and the 
power to levy them in future, 

It is a question whether even an overwhelming 
public sentiment against the bill, in war times, 
without a strong, practical, effective organiza- 
tion, can defeat the measure in a referendum. It 
is a question to be carefully considered. 

The people, however, have yecourse to the State 
Public Service Commission. When a test of the 
bill develops its faults and proves the folly or 
worse of the municipal authorities, fhe State Pub- 
lic Service Commission can give relief. The 
stock market now reflects the kind of deal the 
company made with the city.

When we take another. look at 
earth I find that the pilot has been 
exact in timing our arrival at the im- 
portant Boche base—too exact, in- 
deed, for we find ourselves directly 
over the center of the town. Only 
somebody who has been Archied 
from Pluspres can realize what it 
means to fly right over the strong- 
hold at 4000 feet. The advanced 
lines of communication that stretch 
toward Arras-Peronne front al] hinge 
on Pluspres, and for this reason it 
often shows activity of interest to the 
aeroplane observer and his masters. 
The Germans are therefore highly 
annoyed when British aircraft arrive 
on a tour of inspection. To voice 
their indignation they have concen- 
trated many anti-craft guns around 
the town. 


HAT is worse, the Archie fire 
at Pluspres is more accurate 
than at any other point away 

from the actual front, as witness 
the close bracket formed by the sight- 
ing shots that greet our solitary bus 

From a hasty glance at the station 
and railway lines, while we slip away 
to another level, I gather that many 
trains and much rolling stock are to 
be bagged. The work will have to be 
done under serious difficulties in the 
shape of beastly black bursts and the 
repeated changes of direction neces- 
sary to dodge them. We bafik sharp- 
ly, side-slip, lose height, regain it, 
and perform other erratic evolutions 
likely to spoil the gunners’ aim; but 
the area is so closely sprinkled by 
shells that, to whatever point the 
machine swerves, we always hear the 
menacing report of bursting H. BE.

after opening has been made the 
subject of a technical investigation 
by W. D. Bigelow, chief chemist of 
the National Canners’ Association, 
whose results are. reported in the 
American Food Journal. Canned 
milk is usually kept in the tin unti! 
used up, sometimes for days, and 
shows no deterioration, and the re- 
sult of laboratory tests demonstrated 
that a tin can differs little from a tin 
dish for keeping such foods, so far 
as wholesomeness is concerned. | 
Cans of tomatoes, corn, string 
beans, sauerkraut, apples, pineapple 
and pumpkin were opened and al- 
lowed to stand from one to three 


days, when the contents were exam- 


‘ined chemically for increased acidity 
‘and the presence of tin and iron, as, 
well as taste and odor. 


The increase 
in acidity was very slight in most 
cases, and the amounts of tin and 
iron infinitesimal, while taste and 
odor were inmost cases normal. 

Dr. Bigelow concludes that on gen- 
eral principles keeping canned foods 
in open tins is not good housekeep- 
ing, because the can with its jagged 


edge is not an attractive dish, and 


food emptied into another dish can 
‘be kept to better advantage: in cup- 
‘board and refrigerator. 


So far as 
wholesomeness is concerned, how- 
ever, keeping such foods in the cans 
in which they are packed after open- 
ing is not harmful in any way.

U. S. Standards for 
Women in Industry 


Council ef National Defense 

has recently adopted as its 
standards for women in industry 
those issued by the Ordnance De- 
partment of the army. The “Ord- 
nance standards,” as given in a sum- 
mary of recommendations to arsenal 
commanders and other employers, 
provide: 

1. Hours of labor—Existing legal 
standards should be rigidly main- 
tained, and even where the law per- 
mits a nine or 10 hour day, efforts 
should be made to restrict the work 
of women to eight hours. 

2. Prohibition of night work—The 
employment of women on night 
shifts should be avoided as a neces- 
sary protection, morally and physi- 
cally. 

3. Rest periods—No woman should 
be employed for a longer period than 
four and one-half hours without a 
break for a meal, and a recess of 10 
minutes should be allowed in the 
middle of each working period. 

4. Time for meals—At least 30 
minutes should be allowed for a 
meal, and this time should be length- 
ened to 45 minutes or an hour if 
working day exceeds eight hours. 

5. Place for meals—Meals should 
not be eaten in the workrooms. 

6. Saturday half holidays—The 
Saturday half holiday should be con- 
sidered an absolute essential for 
women under all conditions. 

7. Seats—For women who sit at 
their work, seats with backs should 
be provided, unless the occupation 
renders this impossible. For women 
who stand at work, seats should be 
available and their use permitted at 
regular intervals. 

8. Lifting weights—-No woman 
should be required to lift repeatedly 
more than 25 pounds in any single 
load. 

9. Replacement of men by women 
—When it is necessary to employ 
women on work hitherto done by 
men, care should be taken to make 
sure that the task is adapted to the 
strength of women. The standards of 
wages hitherto prevailing for men in 
the process should not be lowered 
where women rendef equivalent serv- 
ice. The hours for women engaged 
in such processes should, of course, 
not be longer than those formerly 
worked by men. 

10. Tenement house work—No 
work shall be given out to be done in 
rooms used for living purposes or in 
rooms directly connected with living 


rooms.
